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1. The employment of medical officers for assignment to over- 
seas stations is often seriously complicated by procurement problems end 
necessary specific short -tern contracts. These employees need some Agency 
training before they depart for their assignments; however, the standard 
formulated courses of the Intelligence Orientation Course and the Operations 
Course, which require nine weeks based on specific starting" dates 
contribute to the reduction of their period of overseas service to an 
uneconomical degree.
